The exports from the Straits Settlements for June 
to the United States included 1,303 long tons of tin, 
out of a total export of 5,091 tons, and 51,368 cases of 
pineapples, out of a total of 119,123 cases exported, as 
reported by Vice-Consul-General George E. Cham- 
berlin, of Singapore. 








Reports of 35 Car Service Associations received 
during September, 1907, indicate a total of 3,092,430 
cars handled, compared with 2,784,923 cars handled 
during the same month in 1906. Figures for the nine 
months of the year, 26,588,945 cars, are over 8 per 
cent in excess of the corresponding 1906 total. While 
the number of localities from which smaller car ser- 
vice operations are reported for the month is not 
great. Complaints on the part of shippers of the in- 
sufficiency of the car supply are becoming more nu- 
merous. A shortage of coal is reported at Lake Erie 
ports, due to lack of cars. In the middle West the 
scarcity of cars is said to restrict the movement of 
coal, while in the Northwest the grain shippers find it 
difficult to obtain the necessary car supply, with the 
result that in some localities many elevators have been 
forced to close down for the time being. An ab- 
normal accumulation of freight at the important traffic 
centers of Buffalo and Pittsburg is also ascribed to 
the inability of the railroads to handle with proper dis- 
patch the freight offered. 





Wuat are the conditions that prevail in this coun- 
try to-day. Crops for the year have*been far above 
the normal, though deficient in other 

f Mi countries, who come to us for grain, and 
Confidence? £4tMers are “right now taking prices for 
their products that are double those 

taken in other times of supposed prosperity. Mortgages 
have been sponged off the record books to an extent 
unparalleled in the history of the nation. The Ameri- 
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can farmer is rich beyond belief and has more ready 
money than has ever been known before. The coun- 
try’s mineral yeild has not decreased as compared 
with other notably prosperous years. The forests have 
given up their treasuries in remarkable abundance and 
with all this we have a lack of becoming confidence 
among business men. What a peculiar situation. It is 
a veritable “death head at a feast.” Whoever before 
heard of a business depression or a lack of money to 
do business with in the midst of unbounded wealth 
and plenty. It is all indeed supremely ridiculous. 
Nothing is lacking but confidence, and why a waver- 
ing of confidence among business men? We have 
everything. Is there any less opportunity for busi- 
ness investment than there has been? Are the com- 
modities that are the real and only wealth of the na- 
tion and of the world of less value, and are they less 
real than they have always been? With a nation full 
of people far richer than those of any other nation 
on the face of the globe are we to forego the oppor- 
tunity to serve them, to trade with them, to exchange 
with them what we have for their weaith? Shall we 
doubt what we know, and see, and fully realize con- 
cerning the marvelous wealth that is ours, and which 
merely awaits the medium of exchange to make it all 
active and to bring about an immediate prosperity such 
as no other nation has ever enjoyed? Really this is not 
the time nor the place for halting, doubt or pessimism. 
It is a time for common sense analyzation of the real 
situation—a situation which presents nothing what- 
ever that is in any way consistent with a lack of 
confidence in our own affairs. 








TEN years ago the poverty of the farmer in the 
United States was the fruitful topic of the pessimist 
A, thousand writers, East and West, 
His Majesty North and South, were busy depicting 
the : ; ; 
acne his troubles, busy in the fields of exag- 
geration and romance. Near statesmen 
U«xe United States Senator Peffer of Kansas and be- 
wiskered fame, talked and wrote freely of the farmer's 
troubles and in language like this—an extract from 
Senator Peffer’s book entitled “The Farmer’s Side, 
His Troubles and Their Remedies” 

“Farmers are passing through the valley of the 
shadow of death; farming as a business is profitless ; 
values of farm products have fallen 50 per cent during 
the last ten years; farmers are overwhelmed with 
debts secured by mortgages on their homes, unable 
m many instances to pay even the interest as it falls 
due and unable to renew the loans because securities 
are weakening by reason of the general depression; 
many farmers are losing their homes under this dread- 
ful blight, and the mortgage mill still grinds. We are 
in the hands of a merciless power; the people’s homes 
are at stake.” 

Reckless and ridiculous prophecies of pending dis- 
aster became the fashion. Reckless and ridiculous 
politicians bestrode the saddle and sought place and 
power. But the sober second thought and sound com- 
mon sense of the American people headed off disaster 
and General Prosperity took command of the twen- 
tieth-century campaign. 
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To-day the lot of the American farmer is the most 
enviable on earth. Exactly the reverse of the condi- 
tion described by Senator Peffer. So far is he from 
being in “the valley of the shadow of death” that he 
is on the top wave of prosperity. All good fortune is 
his, Debts, mortgages, and worry have disappeared— 
and the lot of the American farmer is the envy of the 
world. 

Farming is now not a profitless business but one 
of the most profitable. As the Wall Street Journal 
recently pointed out, “even with smaller crops the 
farmers are getting from 20 to 50 per cent more for 
their grains than was the case last year. Farmers are 
not as a rule in debt. On the contrary they are lend- 
ing money, improving their properties and spending 
much more freely than ever they have before. Instead 
of paying interest they are receiving interest, because 
they have become investors. They are not losing their 
homes, but they are buying and making more and 
more homes in districts which ten years ago were not 
regarded as habitable, much less worthy of cultivation. 
Far from farmers being subjects of other powers, they 
are themselves among the most powerful of interests 
both financially and politically. Instead of their homes 
being at stake they are the most strongly intrenched 
people of the country in comfortable and secure stand- 
ards of living.” ; 

The prosperity of the farmer means the prosperity 
of the nation. Every merchant in every country town 
watches the crops with as great assiduity and interest 
as does their owner. In the reflection that the farmer 
has come into his own and is now on the top wave 
of prosperity there is unbounded comfort and con- 
solation, therefore, for every retail merchant. The 
farmer has not only the purchasing power, but the 
undoubted wherewithal. When he has the price he 
buys freely. Hence it seems safe to predict good busi- 
ness in the hardware trade. 








OnE oF the good effects of painstaking window 
dressing is rarely alluded to, but is important never- 


Influence theless. That is the effect on the inside 

of of the store; the effect on salesmen and 
Window stock in addition to the exterior effect 
Dressing. on the public. Many hardware dealers 


are accustomed to think of their window display as 
valuable only in the latter respect, the effect on spec- 
tators and its likelihood to convert them into cus- 
tomers. But this is only part of the mission success- 
fully accomplished by good window trimming. 

It has a reflex action on the staff and stock just as 
surely as a new suit of clothes and a clean shave af- 
fects the spirit and feelings of the man long unac- 
customed to either, and increase his self-respect. 

When clerks have to work behind show windows 
that are unkempt and unclean they often insensibly 
fall into careless habits in keeping stock and the in- 
terior appearance of the store grows more and more 
like that of the window. A carelessly kept stock 
often results in the careless handling of customers 
and consequent loss of trade. Men are inevitably 
affected by their surroundings and one will not now- 
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adays look behind unclean, disorderly windows for 
up-to-date stock and polite, well-informed salesmen. 

A careful window show, on the other hand, includ- 
ing goods displayed ‘with taste and good judgment, 
insensibly puts the salesman on his mettle. Where 
pride is taken in the show-window pride will gen- 
erally be taken in the stock. Clerks will take pride 
in their personal appearance and seek a higher stand- 
ard of salesmanship. In nine cases out of ten. where 
careful attention is paid to the show-windows the 
stock will be found to be fresher, cleaner, better as- 
sorted and more conveniently arranged than in the 
stores which pay no attention at all to their window 
displays or dress the windows perfunctorily, regard- 
ing them as of little importance. 

It is of course necessary to study the adaptability 
of all hardware items to window dressing and to care- 
fully consider the availability of each item in the store 
for certain situations in the display, both as relates to 
its general comeliness or effectiveness and also as con- 
cerns its seasonableness for the purpose, and thus the 
window work compels the merchant to keep passing 
in review all the items of an entire stock, and this 
process is in itself a thoroughly valuable exercise for 
him. In this process dead and dying articles are often 
brought to the front and given new life and selling 
vigor. Quite often goodly quantities of goods that 
were deemed “dead ones” have been reinvigorated and 
made good sellers again merely because they were, 
possibly by accident more than by design, put to the 
front and given a chance in the window. Really there 
are many unopened packages of new goods lying idle 
and forgotten in hardware stores that would go into 
quick sale if their existence would but be known once 
in a while at proper times and in proper season. 

Take, for example, roller skates. Twenty years ago, 
in fact throughout the “80s, roller skates were in wide 
demand. Skating rinks were numerous and for sever- 
al years roller skating was a popular craze. Then the 
sport suddenly died out and a great many _hard- 
ware merchants were left with stocks of roller skates 
on hand, and these could not be disposed of at 
any sacrifice. They were boxed up and stored away, 
the merchants even grudging them storage room. 

Today the sport of roller skating is more popular 
and widespread than ever before. The dead sport 
has sprung into more vigorous life and the demand 
for roller skates during the past year has been often 
greater than the manufacturers could supply. As the 
revived sport—one can hardly call it a craze—reached 
one town after another and long-forgotten skates in 
storage came to mind and in many cases furnished 
the basis of great profit in hardware stores. Country 
merchants embraced the opportunity to work off the 
old stock and rejoiced at the chance. The trade an¢ 
the public benefited alike and the merry roll of th 
long-forgotten skates made welcome music in the ea! 
of many a hardware dealer. 

It is for this, therefore, as well as other reasons 
already set forth, that THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, 1” 
the best interests of the hardware trade, has once 
more offered one hundred dollars in gold for the 
encouragement of artistic hardware window dressing. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES. 


BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 


There has never been a time in the history of this 
country, or in the history of the world for that matter, 
when the pessimist, the calamity howler, had so little 
to sustain his case as at the present time. All riches 
comes from the earth. Has it ceased yielding? In 
no manner whatever, and our farmers are richer to- 
day, not only in substance, but in actual money, than 
the world has ever known them to be. Then why a 
lack of confidence? Why. the prevailing pessimism 
that cannot upbuild and gain but can only poison and 
destroy? It is all utterly senseless. What a strange 
state of affairs it is that amid a most phenomenal pros- 
perity a fleeting poisoning breath of suspicion should 
find lodgment at a time when nothing confirms its in- 
sinuations and everything contradicts them. Is this 
reason? Is it the part of prudence? Gertainly not. 
It is time for a sane awakening and an upbuilding of 
confidence upon lines that are amply justified by a 
square consideration of the real state of affairs as they 
exist. As indicating how ridiculous rs the real state 
of affairs at the fountain-head right next to the soil 
and the situation next removed where in a measure 
a wavering of confidence that finds no possible apology 
or explanation there is cited here a fresh communica- 
tion from the middle of the state of Minnesota. It is 
by a shrewd, observing commercial representative, 
working through the state. Extracts are as follows: 


“IT was in Hutchinson a few days ago in a big hard- 
ware store. A farmer just went out of the store that 
had come in to ask the proprietor if the firm could use 
a few hundred or a thousand dollars that he had no 
use for, and that the bank would not pay him interest 
on. I asked how that could be when there is such a 
scarcity of money. He said there was no scarcity of 
money, the farmers come in every day and ask him to 
take some of their money and pay them a little inter- 
est, but they had no use for it; he said they had too 
much money idle in the bank now that was not earning 
them any interest. Of course these merchants are 
very rich people for a Minnesota country town, prob- 
ably worth close to $100,000, counting farm lands and 
other real estate. One of the firm members told me 
that he could take a drive out in the country any day 
and get $50,000 from farmers in small amounts of up 
to two or three thousand each and would not have to 
pay more than 4 per cent per annum interest ‘and 
without security. Still when I asked him to give me 
some spring business he was not quite sure whether 
they would need any goods next year or not, as he 
seemed to think all business would stop. 


I came into another store in another town where the 
dealer was very busy with stoves. I made some re- 
mark to him about them, and he said that he had sold 
a great many stoves this year. He took time to stop 
and talk a little while and among other things said: “TI 
will tell you what is the best thing about this; I 
haven’t sold a single stove on time this year; every- 
thing for cash. I have never done that before.” When 
| asked him to give mé his saw order a little later he 
said: “I believe we are going to have hard times. I

am afraid I won't need many saws next year. I think 
things are going to shut down entirely. At any rate 
I won’t buy until after January 1st.” 


As I have traveled through: the country there have 
been more, farmers pointed out to me that have made 
fortunes on this year’s crop alone than ever before. 
Mr. Cowing of Alexandria said to me about a farmer 
that had been in to pay his account as he was going 
out of the store: “A year ago that man wasn’t worth 
anything with exception of a few horses and a little 
machinery. He bought half a section of land, going in 
debt for the entire amount. He planted practically the 
whole farm in barley, and when he had sold his har- 
vest he paid for the entire farm and put $2,000 in the 
bank besides.” 


At Moorhead, Minn., several farmers who had made 
fortunes of from ten to twenty-five thousand dollars 
on potatoes were pointed out to me. It is a great 
potato country and it is not uncommon to see fields of 
1,000 acres into potatoes. 


I was out to a small country farm a few days ago 
and the hardware dealer told me that he had now only 
one account outstanding. He meant farmers’ accounts 
that had been running during the summer to be paid 
in the fall. Those were all paid up but one. He said 
collections were better than he had ever seen them, 
but nevertheless this same dealer was looking for hard 
times. 

I guess this will do. One thing is sure, however. 
It is very hard to sell goods right now for spring de- 
livery, but if this hard times talk will only cease I 
don’t see why we should not have good business, par- 
ticularly in the country towns, and a little decline in 
lumber prices and labor prices would help, I think, to 
stimulate building, and, of course, the use of tools.” 


*x * * 


A hardware dealer in a Texas city has an advertis- 
ing plan that pays its own way and works well be- 
sides. In front of his store, he puts a neat blackboard, 
headed “Bureau of Information.” Under this are the 
sub-heads “Help Wanted” and “Work Wanted.” The 
lists under each are similar to the want ads in the daily 
paper. If the merchant has a job listed, he gives it to 
the person wanting work without charge. If he asks 
the merchant to get him a place, he pays 25 cents for 
registration and notification by postal card. The same 
course is followed with employers. If search must be 
made, the charge is made, but not if there is an appli- 
cant. The merchant guarantees nothing. He simply 
registers the names and the wants and gives the use of 
the blackboard. This blackboard is placed just out- 
side an attractively arranged show window full of 
goods and prices and stops twice the people the win- 
dow display alone would. Around the blackboard on 
the sidewalk are a number of inviting bargains and 
others in sight just inside the door. Many persons 
who stop out of curiosity to scan the board are 
brought inside by the bargains. Those who get help 
or work through it naturally feel well disposed. The 
reputation the blackboard has brought and the conse- 
quent increased trade have been such that an extra 
clerk will soon be needed. to attend the “bureau” and 
the trade it brings. 


















































News Siftings — 


The Early Sun Stove Co., of Newark, O., which 
was recently chartered, will manufacture gas and coal 
heaters. It is stated that the company will employ 
100 moulders. 

The Art Stove Company of Detroit, Mich., recently 
purchased a building site at Grand boulevard, Hasting 
and Rivard street. The present purchase is located 
near the company’s plant. 

Mr. James R. Graves, secretary of the Chicago 
Stove Works of Chicago, Ill., has been confined to his 
bed owing to an attack of pleurisy for a fortnight or 
more. His many friends will be pleased to learn that 
his is speedily convalescing. 

Stove dealers throughout several of the natural gas 
districts of Indiana are reported to have sold more 
coal and wood stoves this season than ever before 
since natural gas has come into use. The cause for 
this is'said to be in the fact that natural gas is not 
to be relied upon. A stove merchant in New Castle 
states that he has sold a great many more stoves this 
year than he did a year ago, his aggregate this year 
running to nearly 500. Other stove dealers in the 
same locality report very large stove sales. 

Mr. John R. McKnight, who for many years past 
has been secretary of the Pennsylvania Stove Sales- 
men’s Association, will give up this post on December 
31 to assume the duties of treasurer and general man- 
ager of the Mt. Penn Stove Works of Reading, Pa., 
to which office he has recently been elected. He will 
assume this position on the first of the year. Mr. Wm. 
R. Schaeffer, the present secretary of the company, 
has been elected to the general superintendency of the 
manufacturing department of the plant, succeeding 
the late J. Allison Orr. These duties will be assumed 
in addition to those of the secretaryship.

AMERICAN PEAT ASSOCIATION. 








After many years of agitation the plan for the or- 
ganization of those interested in the development of 
American peat and swamp lands has matured so far 
that the dates, October 23 to 26, have been selected 
for a meeting to be held at the Jamestown Exposition 
where the technological branch of the United States 
Geological Survey has established a fuel testing plant 
where peat and swamp products will be on exhibition 
for examination and comparison. A large committee 
of which Dr. Joseph Hyde Pratt, Mines and Metal- 
lurgy Building, Jamestown Exposition, Virginia, is 
chairman, and Julius Bordollo, temporary secretary, 
has the matter in charge and has issued communi- 
cations to all these interested in peat, from either a 
commercial or scientific standpoint, extending a cor- 
dial invitation to be present at the meeting. It is 
hoped that this will mark the beginning of peat en- 
terprises on a commercial as well as a sciéntific basis 
in all parts of the country. 

The tentative plan for the exhibit include showing 
differences in origin, structure and amount of decom- 
Position. Peat will also be shown as fuel, hand and 
machine made bricks, briquettes, as coke and charcoal, 
as a fertilizer, peat litter, peat mull, showing uses as 
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a deodorizer and disinfectant, peat paper and peat 
fabrics and machinery for making peat prod- 
ucts. Illustrations of peat plants, United States 
and foreign reports on swamp lands including swamp 
maps and various reports on reclaimed swamp land 
will also be shown. 

The three days’ session will be followed by an ex- 
cursion to the dismal swamp. On October 25th the 
advisory board, composed of fuel experts from the 
entire country, who direct the experimental work of 
the technologic branch of the United States Geological 
Survey, will meet, at which time the formal opening 
of the Fuel and Alcohol Building will take place. 
Further details of the meeting may be had from the 
temporary secretary, Julius Bordello, Kingsbridge, 
New York City.

A NEW FUEL. 





A new fuel called “coalite” is attracting wide atten- 
tion in England, largely through an active advettising 
campaign. In the first reports that were received in 
this country such extravagant claims were put forward 
that it was considered a fraud. In the prospectus of 
the British Coalite Company a more complete descrip- 
tion of this semi-coke is given than has heretofore 
been available in this country. It is described as an 
improved coal, obtained after a low-temperature dis- 
tillation of the common bituminous varieties. This 
process is claimed to distill all the smoke-producing 
compounds without breaking up the liquid hydro- 
carbons. In the coking process about twice as much 
liquid by-product and about half the usual amount of 
gas is obtained as in gas works. This lower-tempera- 
ture treatment of coal, intended to produce a good 
domestic fuel and a large yield of liquid by-products, 
is claimed as an advance of great importance to the 
general public. Coalite has been approved by the 
British Smoke Abatement Society as being entirely 
smokeless and superior to coal of the best quality. 

Among the other advantages claimed for the new 
fuel in the prospectus are quick lighting, maintenance 
of a clear fire for several hours without attention, 
together with the possibility of a low fire which does 
not easily go out, adaptability to any grate, stove or 
furnace. 

Calorimeter tests of coalite show a value of 13,500 
B. T. U. per pound as compared with 14,800 B. T. U. 
for the best of bituminous or semi-bituminous coals. 
It is stated that nearly all the heat in coalite is availa- 
ble for heating, while with bituminous coals a consid- 
erable part of the heat generated, especially in the 
early part of combustion, goes to breaking down and 
driving off the hydro-carbons which appear as smoke 
Until this distillation is completed the fire burns 
“dead,” and after completion only about 50 per cent 
of the total number of heat units are available. The 
relative number of B. T. U. utilized in actual heating 
are placed at 7,500 and 13,800 with bituminous coal 
and coalite, respectively. The prospectus claims that 
of the 13,000,000 tons of soft coals burned in London 
about 330,000 tons are wasted in smoke and soot. It 
is sought to replace this use of soft coals by coalite. 
The statements made in the prospectus are attested to 
by several British experts.

As indicating the active work that 
is being done by the hardware trade the lowa Retail 
Hardware Association has distributed to its members, 
embracing the retail hardware merchants of the state 
of lowa, a stirring direct appeal to each one, accom- 
panied by vigorous arguments in opposition to the 
measure by President Miles of the National Retail 


Hardware Association and by Secretary-Treasurer A. 


R. Sale of the Towa Retail Hardware Association, to 
which thére is appended a clear statement of the case 
issued by the National Retail Hardware Association 
as it relates to the retail hardware trade as a whole, 
and also a vigorous reply to the postmaster general’s 
communication by M. L. Corey, secretary of the na- 
tional association. The replies to Postmaster General 
Meyer, it should be understood, were brought out in a 
correspondence initiated by the postmaster general in 
letters by him to the officials named which invited 
direct criticisms of his proposed parcels post measure. 

The communication by President Miles was pub- 
lished in full in the columns of THE AMERICAN 
ArTISAN on November. 16. 

The very vigorous literature that is being distribut- 
ed in this campaign and the methods adopted by the 
various hardware associations, both state and national, 
give evidence of the crystallization of the retail hard- 
ware interests of America into a unified organization— 
a complete machine for the accomplishment of its 
ends, a wonderful power for upbuilding and pro- 
tection. 

The letter addressed to association members as it 
comes from the Iowa Retail Hardware Association 
is as follows:

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Heating and Ventilating 








HEAT AND VENTILATION IN MINNESOTA’ 


HIGH SCHOOLS. 


In a recent report Mr. George B. Aiton, state high 
school building inspector for Minnesota, includes 
among other things that are under his supervision in 
the schools some valuable information relating to their 
heating and ventilation and the changes and progress 
that have been made therein. Among other things 
he calls attention to the fact that stoves have almost 
entirely disappeared from the high schools of the state. 
He reports that of the 192 high schools in Minnesota, 
three employ hot water, twenty-three use furnaces 
and the remainder’ have installed steam plants. The 
average annual cost in fuel for twenty buildings ex- 
amined in this respect was $45.34 per teacher. 

As compared with heating facilities, however, ven- 
tilation has made but little progress. Forty-six 
schools have a fan system. In the remaining build- 
ings the most common device is a heated foul air 
shaft, depending for the supply of fresh air on window 
ventilation to a great extent. Over half of the high 
schools rely on the windows almost entirely. 

‘Mr. Aiton states frankly that the general subject 
of ventilation is not well understood and that the pre- 
vailing window ventilation is unsatisfactory. Much 
sickness among school pupils may be traced to colds 
caught from open windows. So far as cost of fuel 
goes, the plan is the most expensive of all ventilation. 
The heat which escapes through open windows sight 
easily warm twice as much pure air if properly man- 
aged with a fan system. —_ 

Where a fan system is not likely to be installed, 
Mr. Aiton makes several suggestions for improving 
the efficiency of the existing conditions. He recom- 
mends : 

1. The windows should be closed, except in the 
warmest weather. 


2. An intake should be provided equivalent to half 
the sum of space usually provided by opening win- 
dows. 


3. The fresh air should be warmed in a basement 
chamber before it reaches the rooms, or else it should 
be permitted directly upon the steam radiators. 


4. Each room should be provided with a large foul 
air escape kept -hot by means of a steam radiator. A 
single turn of a long pipe answers. 


5. The fresh air chamber and the foul air escapes 
should be heated in all but the warmest weather. Even 
in the case of fan ventilation provision should be 
made to run the fans in mild weather by an indepen- 
dent engine. 

In concluding, Mr. Aiton says: 

“Before leaving the subject, it should be stated that 
irchitects are much to blame in the matter of ven- 
ulation, Some who pretend to plan school buildings 

not know what ventilation means. Others, in or- 
‘er to cut down estimates, persuade boards of educa- 
| to fall in readily with the idea that some grav- 
system is just as good as the fan, and that it costs

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less. In my observation, the average architect is much 
more anxious to obtain an award than he is to plan 
with a view to comfort and convenience. Our school 
houses are not planned as well as our stores, hotels and 
court houses. The state is much in need of archi- 
tects who will make a special and an intelligent study 
of this branch of their business. Boards of education 
build but once, and do not have opportunity to profit 
by experience. I think it would be-a good idea for 
the state to employ a supervising architect, to whom 
the plans of all public buildings should be submitted 
for final approval.”

WHAT A SHEET METAL WORKER SHOULD

A Defiected Snap Bottom. 

A snap bottom may often be used on small articles 
of tinware, instead of a double seamed bottom, and 
given a deflection in the “setting down machine.” 
Cups, dippers, small basins and’ other small vessels 
may be made in this manner, quickly and neatly. 

Burr the bottom of body out nearly as much as for

a double steam, and perhaps just slightly wider... Not 
too wide, however. 

Cut and burr the bottom so it will go on pretty snug, 
and run it in the setting down machine, holding the 
article up enough to begin to just start a deflect in the 
bottom, and continue to raise gradually until the seam 
is at an angle of about 45 degrees, as shown in the sec- 
tion of bottom underneath the cup, in drawing. 

With very little practice; and a good setting down 
machine, this can be done very quickly, and makes a 
neat job. 

A double seamed bottom can also be deflected in 
the setting down machine, if it is a very small seam, 
and pretty smoothly finished, and not too tight. If the 
seam is small enough to allow of starting it between 
the wheels of the machine, and care is used in handling 
the work, quite a neat looking deflect may be made.

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SOLDERING PASTE. 








Soldering paste has come into extensive use in elec- 
trical work as a flux for soldering, says the Brass 
World. This has been brought about by the require- 
ments of the electrical trade that in certain forms of 
soldering no acid shall be used. For soldering copper 
wires for electrical conductors, soldering paste is al- 
most exclusively used. It has also entered other 
fields of soldering, particularly in instances where 
spattering and corrosion are objectionable. Soldering 
paste which is now used in the electrical trades con- 
sists of a mixture of a grease and chloride of zinc. 
The* grease which is commonly used is a petroleum 
residue such as vaseline or petroleum jelly. Such a 
material is about right in consistency. The propor- 
tions which are used are as follows: Petroleum jelly, 
1 pound; saturate solution chloride of zinc, 1 fluid 
ounce,

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METAL CEILINGS IN TURKEY. 








_ U.S. Consul E. S. Harris, writing from Smyrna 
in regard to the possibilities of a market for metal 
ceilings in Asiatic Turkey, says: 

“No metal ceilings have as yet been set up in 
nyrna, but a large hotel now building has imported 
some, which, though of American origin, were pur- 
chased in France. I am informed that within the 
‘ year or so metal ceilings have been fitted in a 
few houses in Turkey and that they were greatly ad-

ning is thus made. To endeavor to attain the same 
result through catalogues and correspondence would 
not only mean a great loss of time, but it often leads 
to the disagreeable result of putting on the scent 
European manufacturers, who are at present better 
situated for trading with the Levant.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Notwithstanding the money disturbances and all the 
talk of destroyed confidence, the hardware market con- 
tinues good throughout the west and northwest. Orders 
are small;*as a rule, it is true, but their greater fre- 
yuency brings the aggregates up quite well and there 
seems little, if any, real depression in the line. Travel- 
ing men report poor sales and a falling off in business, 
but this has for them its reason to an extent in the fact 
that retailers are not laying in stocks, but are buying 
conservatively and, to a great extent, are ordering 
direct by mail in frequent small quantities to replenish 
stocks that are being taken out for cash by the un- 
terrified farming communities. Prices continue strong 
and the belief is general that the slightly pessimistic 
feeling will speedily pass away. ,In many sections of 
the. country there have been keen cold spells and heavy 
snows, and it is noted that in these sections hardware 
has become thoroughly active and stéves have been in 
inordinate demand. Texas has been a fitting example 
of this condition. There are few changes to nete in 
hardware prices or discounts. Poultry netting is now 
quoted, For galvanized, before weaving, 80, 10 and 5; 
galvanized, after weaving, 80 and 10. Sash weights 
are at $26.50 per ton. Wite nails are quoted at $2.23 
car lots to jobbers, $2.28 car lots to retailer, with 5c 
advance for less tham cars. Smooth fence wire is still 
in-Strong request at $2.08 car lots to jobbers and $2.15 
to retailers. Cut nails are quoted, for iron cut, to job- 
-bets $2.38, car lots; to retailers, $2.43; steel cut, to 
jobbers, in car lots, $2.38 and to retailers at $2.43.

TIN PLATE, 

The tin plate market continues to present a quiet 
appearance, and business in progress is not of large 
proportions, and is much smaller than is usual for this 
season of the year. Present quotations are $3.90 f. o. 
b. Pittsburg, with $3.85 still quoted by the independent 
mills. Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 13s 44d. 
Arrivals of tin plate for the week ending Nov. 9 were 
29,550 boxes at New York. Stocks of tin plate in 
Swansea on Oct. 24 were 192,430 boxes, against 147,- 
505 at the same time a year ago.

COPPER. 

The copper- market continues to maintain a dull and 
uninteresting outlook. There is some business in 
progress about on the basis of 13c for electrolytic, but 
it is estimated that the total volume of copper moving 
into consumption throughout the country is hardly up 
to the reduced output of the mines. The movement to 
Europe.and other foreign points is still of good propor- 
tions, but there is very little real improvement in the 
world’s markets. The copper that has gone abroad is, 








in the main, still in stock, and can be easily moved to 
any. point where a slight demand for the metal ma, 
spring up. The imperative need of money in some 
quarters has caused the pressure to sell the metal, with 
the result that prices in all the markets are kept down, 
and in view of the fact that not only has the business 
of the’ manufacturers of finished material greatly de- 
creased, but that they have a large stock-on hand, are 
by no means anxious to contract for supplies other 
than those needed to fill contracts already in hand, with 
the result that producers, in order to work off their 
surplus stock, are obliged to shade prices continually 
in order to do any business whatsoever. The New 
York Metal Exchange quotations were unchanged dur- 
ing the week at 13c to 13%c for lake, 1234¢ to 13¢ for 
electrolytic and 12%c to 12%4c for casting copper. 

Exports of copper from New York and Baltimore 
were 2,672 tons, making a total of 19,536 tons since 
Nov. 1. The Mesaba brought about 300 tons of matte 
from London to New York. The apparent consump- 
tion of copper in the United Kingdom, according to 
board of trade returns for the first ten months of the 
year, is given as 56,544 tons, as compared with 61,212 
tens during the same period a year ago.

Some good sized inquiries are re- 
ported in the market for furnace coke, and a good 
business is being put through. Prices remain about on 
the basis of $3.25 to $3.50 for good grades of 72-hour 
Connellsville foundry, while furnace is about on the 
basis of $2.30 to $2.50 for prompt shipment, and about 
$2.20 to $2.30 for nearby delivery.

PIG IRON. 

Pig iron is in a state of commercial coma as it has 
been for many weeks past. Prices are purely nominal, 
as there are not sufficient sales to make a market upon. 
Added to the hand to mouth existence the market has 
been leading of late, the financial disturbances have 
seemingly extinguished the spark of hope that has képt 
the market alive at all. Prices do not change because 
there is no inducement to change the figures. Many 
furnaces have gone out of commission wholly and a 
general reduction of output will necessarily ensue. 

There are reports of measures being canvassed 
among furnace men to reduce the cost of production, 
either by reducing the cost of labor or by decreasing 
the cost of ore, but what direction the movement may 
take it is impossible to tell. Quotations, without 
definite changes, remain as follows:

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
ort: 

The market is in a state of suspended animation. A few 
loads and an odd lot now and then are being sold and 
t is the extent of the new business. Yet shipments are 

being made from the furnaces at a good rate on old 

ontracts. Were it not for these old ordefs the furnaces 
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would be in decidedly bad shape. As it is, however, very 
little iron has been piled on furnace yards and there has been 
a general understanding among iron masters that unso!d iron 
is not to be accumulated. 

It is difficult to get at the exact facts regarding con- 
sumption. It is certain that production has been enormously 
decreased. Furnaces have been blown out literally by the 
wholesale. The immediate way in which the furnaces went 
out when demand slackened has been astonishing. We be- 
lieve that consumption has not been reduced in the same 
proportion as production. Of course it has been cut down. 
There are many foundries running on only half time and 
there are others that run slack four days a week and so on. 
But still on the whole consumption is not in such a bad state. 

As yet no one knows exactly where “he is at.” There 
have been many cancellations, many requests to hold up ship- 
ments, and yet every now and then there is a plaintive plea 
to rush iron in faster. So until the atmosphere is somewhat 
cleared and the financial situation is brighter, uncertainty 
will describe the iron trade. The trouble in the trade comes 
from the trouble in the money market, and when that is at 
an end iron will again revive, and many believe that the re- 
vival will be rapid. 


Rogers Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: Curtailment of pig iron production is the most prom- 
inent feature of the iron situation to-day, and is going on at 
a rate very much greater than a month ago. Following the 
wonderful output in October, which was reported to be the 
heaviest monthly make in the history of the industry, manu- 
facture has dropped to less than rate of twenty-three mil- 
lion tons annually, whereas the October rate was about five 
million tons in advance of this. Further decrease in produc- 
tion is anticipated during December, so it is now figured that 
a total output for 1907 will be about twenty-six million tons, 
an increase of approximately 700,000 tons over previous year. 
Up to a month ago, however, it seemed as if this year’s pro 
duction would be in excess of twenty-seven million tons, but 
the rapid blowing out of furnaces has materially reduced this 
probability. 

Business is very quiet in all districts, few transactions 
reported and prices are still showing wide fluctuations with 
hardly enough business in most lines to warrant a statement 
as to market price. Plants everywhere are curtailing their 
activity for the time being and shutting down portions of 
their works, pending an easing up in financial affairs and 
waiting for more assurance as to the future. 

Looking at matters generally, there seems to be a bright- 
ening over a week ago. There are two leading points for 
special consideration. One is the great increase in the popu- 
lation and substantial growth of wealth in the West, and 
there is not now, as there has been in years past, a harmful 
economic over-production. Our railroads are not putting out 
branches into territory which will not pay productive re- 
turns for years to come; our manufacturers have on their 
books more orders than they can fill; unsold stocks in the 
hands of retailers everywhere are at a minimum; the inher- 
ent purchasing power of the country is as good as ever, but 
the medium of doing business has simply been curtailed, not 
in. quantity but in rapidity of circulation. 

Secondly, there is every prospect that the present diffi- 
culties in financial and business lines will be of short dura- 
tion. The wealth per capita in this country is greater than 
ever before.

No one is prophet enough to tell when 
this improvement will begin, but already the clouds seem to 
be lifting and, with fundamental values as sound as they are 
to-day, such a thing as panic can exist in name only and in 
the minds of individuals who, while having no confidence in 
themselves, lose all cofidence in others.
